Sad Accident to a Child.—A very sad accident 
occurred at Ballyclare, Tuam, on . Thursday 
evening, when the little daughter of Mr. John 
Morris, J.P., lost her life. The girl was playing 
about the avenue gate when one of her father’s 
carts came by and knocked her down, the 
wheels going over her body. When picked up 
the child was quite dead. The Coroner con- 
sidered that an inquest was not necessary. 

R.1.C. Inspection—The new Inspector-General, 
R.1L.C., Brigadier-General Byrne, is now on an 
inspection tour throughout Ireland. He visited 
Roscommon on Saturday, and made an inspec- 
tion of the local station. 

Midleton Workhouse Coal Supply.—The Midle- 
ton Workhouse coal erux still continues, owing 
to want of competition for the institution's 
annual supply. At the Guardians’ meeting on 
Saturday only one tender for supplying the 200 
tons of coal required by the workhouse was 
sent in, and that by the City of Cork Steam- 
packet Company. The. meeting decided not to 
accept this solitary tender, which, the Clerk 
pointed out, did not comply with the terms of 
the advertisement for coal to the workhouse 
issued by the Guardians, who now decided to 

advertise again, for the fifth time, for tenders 
for the supply of house coal for the institution. 

Election of a Workhouse Master.—At Milile- 
ton Board of Guardians on Saturday the ap- 
pointment of a Master of the workhouse, to 
fill the vacancy caused by the retirement on 
pension, after 34 years’ service, of Mr. Denis 
Daly took place. On the proposition of Mr. 
John Dinneen, J.P., M.C.C., seconded by Mr. 
Richard Barry, Mr. John Dinneen. A.C.U., was 
unanimously appointed Master of the work- 
house. 

Rescue from Drowning.—A boy named 
Gaffney, aged 2, would have drowned in the 
River Floerish, at Drumshambo (Co. Leitrim), 
but for the bravery of a boy named James 
McGirl, 18, of Derrintunney.. The lad, with 
some other ehildren, went down to the river 
in search of his father, and while walking 
river bank fell in. McGirl, who was 
én the dpposité bank at the time, Was attracted 
by the cries of the children. On his arrival] he 
saw the child struggling in the water, while the 
heavy current was carrying him out. Without 
divesting himself of his boots or clothing, 
MecGirl jumped into the water, and rescued the 
child. On reaching land he applied first aid, 
and restored the child. McGirl has been recom- 
mended to the Royal Humane Society for his 
bravery. 

Boy Drowned at Limerick.—While bathing in 
the Shannon at Limerick on Saturday. a youth 
named Michael O'Callaghan, of George’s quay, 
who was not an expert swimmer, got into diffi- 
culties, and was drowned before assistance could 
reach him. Two of his companions, named 
Walshe and Fitzgerald, had a narrow escape, 
but fortunately assistance arrived in time, and 
they were rescued. 

Local Government Board and Young Medical 
Men.—The Local Government Board have in- 
formed the Athy Board of Guardians, who re- 
cently appointed Dr. J. H. McKenna to the 
medical officership of Monasterevan Dispensary 
for the period of the war, that, as he is a 
young man recently qualified, and in this re- 
spect eligible for employment in the Army and 
Navy, his appointment would encroach, even 
temporarily, on the supply of doctors who are 
urgently required for the care of the wounded. 
As there is a pressing need for doctors for the 
Army, the Guardians should arrange that the 
duties of the dispensary district should be dis- 
charged. by a doctor ineligible for military ser- 
vice, or a doctor holding a permanent appoint- 
ment locally. As Dr. McKenna’s health would 
not permit him to undertake active service, and 
as the district of Monasterevan is the largest 
in the Union, the Guardians suggested that the 
Local Government Board should reconsider their 
decision. 

Sligo Deputy County Surveyor.—The Sligo 
County Council, at their meeting on Saturday, 
unanimously grantéd an increase of £15 to Mr. 
Michael Conway, Deputy County Surveyor, on 
the motion of the Mayor (Alderman John 
Jinks), seconded by Mr. Michael Gallagher. 

Engineering Feat.—What modern mechanical 
engineering is capable of is illustrated in the 
ease of the ss.:Moorgate, which, with a cargo 
of 5,000 tons of coal, from Glasgow, ran on the 
North Rock at Cloughey, early last April. The 
steamer, after being unladen, has been cut in 
two, and the stern portion, containing the 
engines, has been sealed, trimmed, and re- 
floated, and towed to Cloughey Bay, prior tó 
crossing to Liverpool. It is expected that the 
bow end, still on the reef, will be taken off in a 
few days. 

Military Service Act.—Peter Buchanan, of 
Peterhead, engaged in fish-curing at Ardglass, 
was arrested on the 26th inst., by Sergeant 
Purcell, R.L.C., under the Military Service Act, 
on a charge that, being registered for service, 
he failed to appear when notice was served. At 
a special Court in Downpatrick, before Mr. 
John Denvir, J.P., he was remanded to Belfast 
Jail to await a military escort from Aberdeen.

, absolutely contrary to all the pas 
which had been given in the House o Cae 
mons and by the War Office. He referred to 
several cases in which it was stated that 
soldiers were working in munition factories at 
Army rates of pay and subject to military 
discipline SR so employed. 

Mr. Lloyd George asked for particulars of 
these cases, and explained that it had been de- 
cided that the soldiers in question should get 
the usual rate of pay in respect of civilian work. 
That settled the matter so far as the question 
of pay was concerned, and he wished to know 
whether the deputation desired to raise the 
as uestion of these men being still under military 

liscipline while they were engaged in this 
civilian work. 

Mr. Wardle, M.P., said this was so. As they 
understood the question, they . thought that 


these men engaged on civilian work would not. 


discipline at all, 
jans and receiving 


be held to be under milit 
but would be treated as ci 
ordin civilian treatment. 
Mr. Walsh, M.P. (a member of the deputa- 
tion) stated that their point was that a man 
must either be a civilian or a soldier. He ad- 
mitted that the men in question were soldiers, 
but if they were taken and put to ordinary 
civilian work they shall be treated as civilians. 
Mr. Lloyd George said—Let me put gar 
the point of view of the War Office. aise 
now purely as Secretary of State for 
may tell you that there is nothing that would 
lease us better than to stop the whole of the 
usiness, because we do not want the men to 
© out to work. The Adjutant-Genera! has been 
fighting very hard ainst the practice; he 
wants the men in the Army, and does not want 
them to be away from their work in the Army. 
Now, with regard to one of the cases men- 
tioned, I will tell you what happened. We 
had a ‘big offensive on, which we Tow was de- 
pendent almost entirely on the quantity of big 
shells we could produce. The factory concerned 
is one of our big shell-filling factories, and one 
of the finest, I think, in the world. We found 
that we could not get the work done, although 
we sae Ré the people to do it, so that we 
were liges to ask for assistance from the 
military. e asked the Adjutant-General if 
he could get us a thousand men from the Army 
as an emergency measure until we could fill up 
the vacancies. Well, he spared e@ thousand 
wren ; but if he had been told at the time that 
they were going to be regarded as civilians | 
am certain he would bate refused to supply 
them, because he wanted them for the Army. 
But when you have an emergency of this kind, 
and cannot find labour anywhere else, there is 
no alternative; and, after all, it was just spar- 
ing a thousand soldiers from the Army to fill 
shells for their comrades in France until we can 
find the labour somewhere else. I wish you could 
have seen the sort of shells which those people 
turn out-—shells, of the kind which have done 
most towards the destruction of the German 
trenches. Now, I think that these men were 
doing quite as much. soldiers’ work in filling 
these shells as if they had been firing them 
in France, and that the whole thing may be 
looked upon as an. urgent ewe! demand.

national life. It has brought the best 
literature within the reach of a generation 
which had developed upon the basis of 
popular education a -highly inquisi- 
tive and impressionable turn of mind.

to this tendency. People in these days 
will always buy books ; there was never a 
time when life had greater need of letters. 
If books are dearer, however, they will buy 
more sparingly and with a nicer dis- 
crimination. The laws of demand and 
supply will bring authors and their pub- 
lishers into line with this new attitude of 
their readers. The higher cost of books 
should do no harm to literature; :- it 
should yather mean less room for worth- 
less books and more room for good books.

The Butter Industry. 


There is hardly one trade or industry 
in these islands which will not be com- 
pelled to adjust itself to new conditions 
after the war. Take the case of the 
Irish butter industry. To the casual 
eye its position may seem to ‘be unassail- 
able. Comfortable households, the average 
dairy farmer may say, will always want 
butter. He may, think that they) 
are as unlikely to accept substitutes for 
butter as to accept substitutes for leather 
in their boots. These farmers forget that 
many people will be poorer, and will live 
more cheaply, after the war, and that 
during the war they have been making 
experiments. As a matter of fact, the 
Irish dairy industry is threatened at 
this moment by the increasing popularity 
of margarine.

rts do not hesitate to say—that the 

ferdun offensive, begun with such a 
flourish of trumpets six months ago, is 
virtually at an end. 3 

Russian progress on the eastern front 
continues to be somewhat slow, owing to 
the difficulties of the ground on which the 
Tsar’s generals are now operating. The 
best news from this theatre is the capture 
of another height in the Carpathians. 
Every Russian success in this region in- 
creases the probability of Rumanian inter- 
vention. As soon as that occurs—and ifit 
be true that the Rumanian Government is 
asking for a war credit of twenty-four 
millions sterling, it would seem to be 
imminent—the great plan of the Allies 
to surround the Central Powers with an 
unbroken ring of iron will be very near 
accomplishment. 

On this point Mr. Garvin makes some 
shrewd comments in the Observer. He re- 
marks that few people yet seem to realise 
that before the end of the war the nations 
engaged will have mustered more than 
forty million men in arms, and that the 
Allies are now steadily moving towards 
the establishment of one front connecting 
all their armies for several thousands ot 
miles, stretching right through Europe and 
Asia from the Straits of er to the 
Persian Gulf. 

This, though long delayed, owing to the 
failure at* Gallipoli, has been rendered 
possible by the French, who, “with the 
insight of genius, insisted upon the occu- 
pation of the Salonika enclave in a way 
that would keep for the Allies a strong 
position in the Balkans.” It will become 
an accomplished fact if, through 
Rumanian intervention, Russia is enabled 
to ye troops into Bulgaria from the 
north, and cut off Turkey from her pre- 
sent partners. 

A curious coincidence in regard to the 
admission by the Germans that one of 
their battleships was torpedoed in the 
fecent “scrap” in the North Sea is re-! 
marked bythe Naval Correspondent of the 
Observer. She is described as the West- 
falen. But there is very little doubt that 
the Westfalen was sunk in the battle of 
Jutland. On that occasion the Germans 
reported ‘the loss of the Pommern, which 
had been torpedoed in the Baltic months 
before. 

There is a possibility that France will 
come out of the war the second naval 
Power in the world—the position which 
she held for many years before the close 
of thé nineteenth century. So far she 
has only lost one battleship, the semi- 
obsolete Bouvet, and she has added five 
new super-Dreadnoughts to her fleet. 
Before the war France had twenty-one 
battleships and Germany thirty-five. To 
day France has twenty-five and Germany— 
how many? 

In spite of Mr. McKenna s recent state- 
ment, some City financiers still believe 
that a new War Loan is imminent. 
Furthermore, they know all about its 
terms. It is to be a four per cent. Loan, 
issued at a heavy discount and redeemable 
at par by annual drawings, to begin 
directly after the war. Apart from the 
fact that an issue of this kind would be 
hardly distinguishable from the premium 
bonds against which Mr. McKenna has so 
resolutely set his face, I doubt if it would 
be a success, so long as the five per cent. 
Exchequer Bonds are going. The serious 
investor to whom a big War Loan must 
“peal, if it is to bring in the large sums 
of money required, would probably prefer 
an extra one per cent. interest and the 
return of his capital intact to the chance 
of securing a big bonus, coupled with the 

ssibility that he might have to wait for 

is money for the best part of a genera- 
tion. " 
I see that Mr. Deakin, ex-Premier of 
the Australian Commonwealth, is about to 
pay another visit to England.

It was only a little before the great naval 
action in the North Sea—perhaps the greatest 
British victory since Trafalgar—that word came 
from the Brixham trawlers again.

There is good reason why the trawlers should 
be aware of this first, for it is among the three 
thousand odd trawlers, drifters, and other fish- 
ing craft of the British auxiliary fleet that 
the seamen who broke the Armada would find 
themselves most at home to-day. In this host 
of auxiliaries England has, in fact, brought to 
life again, and organised on a huge scale, with 
certain modern improvements, the men-and the 
fleets of Drake and Hawkins; and it is these 
fleets and these men that have struck terror 
into the German submarines and driven them 


from the seas. 

There has been some discussion in America as 
to whether Mr. Wilson’s Notes or some other 
more secret and certain power caused the Ger- 
mans to abandon their deadliest sea weapon. 
Inasmuch as this weapon ceased to trouble the 
English a little earlier than it ceased to sink 
neutrals, the latter alternative might be ac- 
cepted as probable, even without further know- 
ledge, but further knowledge absolutely con- 
firms this probability. 

Nothing is more striking in the conduct of 
this war than the way in which the British 
method of “ slow and sure’ has justified itself. 
The superficial clamour for sudden and sensa- 
tional proofs of what “England is doing ” 
began in the first fortnight of the war. Neutral 
countries even wondered why the first month of 
the war bad produced no great historian. 

In the meantime, England was making the 
history of the next thousand years; and that 
can only be done on vast and deeply sunken 
foundations, which must be laid in silence. 
Results, and solid results, of granite and oak 
were England's aiin. ‘These are now appear- 
ing; and while her great new Armies are 
demonstrating what England has created on 
that side, it 1s now possible to give a glimpse of 
the far-reaching method that destroyed the 
menace of the German submarine. 

Tt was done in silence, and silence was one of 
the weapons. Submarines went out and never 
returned. Other submarines went out, per- 
plexed, against a mystery, and these, too, never 
returned, or returned in mysteriously diminish- 
ing numbers. Nothing was said about it till 
the destruction of the fiftieth was quietly cele- 
brated at a small gathering in London, and 
then neutrals began to enquire, with a new 
note of curiosity, ' What is England doing?”

THE FIRST STEP. 

To begin with, a bedy of men, larger than 
the United States Army, was chosen from the 
longshore fishermen and trawler crews.

They were chosen, of course, on an entirely 
different principle from that of the Army. The 
were tough sea dogs, of all ages, inured to all 
the ways of the sea, but not at all. to any form 
of discipline. This in itself implies very great 
preliminaries, but the finished product is fit to 
man a battleship. 

In the meantime, their fishing boats, trawlers, 
and drifters were gradually taken over by the 
Government and fitted out for the hunt—some 
three thousand of them. To these were added 
a fleet of fast motor boats, specially built for 
scouting purposes. They were stationed at 
various points all round the island, 

Night and day, in all weathers, section re- 
placing section, these trawlers and drifters string 
themselves out from coast to coast; while on 
shore thousands of workers are turning out 
their own special munitions and equipment— 
nets, mines, and a dozen mysteries which may 
not be mentioned. 

From one of their bases a patrol] boat took 
me out along one of the longest lines of the 
flotilla. This innocent line of trawlers strung 
out for some fifty miles had more nightmares 
in store for the German submarine than a 
fleet of battleships. It was an odd sensation 
to approach trawler after trawler, and note the 
one obviously unusual feature of each—the 
menacing black gun at bow and stern. They 
were good guns, too—English, French, and 
Japanese. The patrol boat carried a Hotchkiss, 
and most of the trawlers had equally efficient 
weapons. 

There were other unusual features in every 
trawler, drifter, and whaler; features that 
made ove catch one’s breath when their signifi- 
cance was realised. About this I may say very 
little. But, in the matter of the nets, it was 
demonstrated to me that, within twenty-five 
minutes, any submarine reported in most of our 
home waters can be enclosed in a steel trap 
from which there is no escape. The vague 
rumours that we heard in the earlier stages of 
the war led one to suppose that these nets 
NN be used, perhaps in the English Channel, 
and other narrow waters, But I have seen 
traps a hundred miles long, traps that could 
shift their position and change their shape at 
a signal. á 

A submarine may enter their seas, indeed, 
and even go to America. She may even do 
some damage within their lines. But if she 
doés this her position is known, and, if there 
be any future damage done, it will probably 
have to done yY another sub. 
marine. I have actually geen the course 
of a German submarine—#h thought itself 
undiscovered—marked from day by day, on the 
chart at an English base.

I cannot as yet give the “ colour "' 
of this fighting, because it takes time to get 
into touch with those who take part in these 
struggles, and one’s personal impressions of a 
spectacie that can only be witnessed from some 
distance in the rear (the closer to the actual 
conflict you get the iess you see of what is 
ee along the whole line of the fight), are 
apt to savour of sameness. It is always the 
terrific picture of shell flashes in a smoke- 
shrouded foreground, of a pause followed by 
the emergence of what looks to be a straggling 
swarm of midgets from behind a chalk traced 
parapet, and of their disappearance at what 
seems to be a most leisurely rate of progression, 
and actually is so, to the cut up ground, and the 
load the men have to cerry into the haze be- 
yond which the enemy awaits them.

. A CHANGE OF METHOD. 

In the earlier days of our offensive the German 
officers remained in the rear, probably not be- 
cause they lacked the courage to lead their 
men, but because the shortage of officers is a 
very serious problem with the German Army, 
and they have received orders-to avoid takin 
unnecessary risks. But the freedom with whic 
the rank and file have surrendered was believed 
to be largely due to the absence of officers, and 
so the plan has now been reversed, and the 
fighting lines of the Boches is liberally stiffened 
with officers, who employ the most forcible 
means to prevent their men yielding. - Not 
that this always has the intended result, as [ 
recently mentioned, a party of the enemy sur- 
rendered to the Warwicks at the Leiptig re- 
doubt after shooting their officer for seeking 
to prevent them from doing so. 

A FORMIDABLE AFFAIR. 

The latest German counter-attack upon the 
positions near Thiepval was apparently a for- 
midable and desperate affair, which makes it all 
the more satisfactory to record that it failed 
to gain any success, The significance of the 
invariable failure of these counter-attacks can 
searcely be over-emphasised. It is self-evident 
that the Germans do not deliver them, know- 
ing how costly they are likely to prove, without 
employing all means to ensure that they shall 
succeed. Therefore, we have a demonstration, 
or rather a series of demonstrations, of the in- 
feriority of the enemy imfantry when opposed 
by our troops in level combat, which forms the 
most convincing augury of final victory.

ITALY’S DECLARATION. 


‘The anomalous situation which existed while 
Italy and. Germany were nominally at peace has 
now disappeared owing to the courageous step 
taken by our Italian ally in declaring war 
against the principal State of the hostile league, 
writes the military correspondent of the Morn- 
ing Post. At first sight it may appear that the 
balance of military strength is not changed by 
this executive act, but a better acquaintance 
with the prevailing hais proves that in 
fact the measure fortifies the ey situation 
of the Entente Powers to a considerable degree. 
Not only is the Italian Government released 
from all international chieanery in dealing with 
German ships, German commerce, and German 
interests, but it is an important advance in the 
strategical position of Italy and her friends to 
recogr.ises the true goal of her military efforts. 
The tail of Austria would no more end the war 
than the fall of Bulgaria or Turkey, but directly 
the military power of Germany is shattered 
the whole fabric of the enemy's power descends 
with a crash. 

A Reuter’s Rome telegram says :— 

The declaration of war by Italy against Ger- 
many has been welcomed with great satisfaction 
by the population. An enormous crowd as- 
sembled in the Piazza Colonna here this even- 
ing, singing patriotic hymns, and cheering for 
Italy, and shouting ' Down with Germany. A 
great procession was formed, and marched 
through the principal streets, their shouts and 
songs being responded to by crowds, whio lined

END OF GERMAN POWER 
IN ITALY. 


The Daily Mail's own correspondent at Rome, 
telegraphing last night, says—The decjaration 
by Italy of war on Germany is the logical sequel 
to Italian policy. Really Italy has thrice de- 
clared war on Germany-—first, by. joining in 
the London Alliance (the declaration by the 
Allies not to make peace independently), 
secondly by joining in the ecopomic policy of 
the Allies, and denouncing her commercial 
treaty with Germany; and, ®iirdly, by disem- 
barking her troops at Salonika. Still to-day’s 
declaration is more than a formality, tt means 
the end of German prestige and power in Italy.

tions. of all the enemy countries, continues—to 
secure peace quickly the Germans must be de 
feated on the Western front, and the war 
carried into Germany; then alone will the 
German people learn the true state of affairs, 
and how they have been deceived by their Go- 
vernment. When will that time come? We 
have indications. Orie is that the Germans,- In 
their offensives, are trying to do the greatest 
part of the work with artillery and quick-firing 
guns, with strict economy of men, which indi- 
cates the shortness of the latter. Another is 
that the French and English flying men, and, 
I believe, those of all the Eniente Allies have 
completely mastered their enemies, and now 
with little loss are working in close touch with 
the firing line, and thus preventing the :-enemy 
artillery from doing it much damage by indi- 
eating the direction where their own artillery 
fire is most required. Most people imagined that 
the labyrinth of German trenches extended a 
Yong way to the rear. [ have never been of 
this opinion. My own belief is that the Central 
Alliance Powers will not fight through another 
winter. This depends, however, on when the 
“ straightening " of their line on the Western 
front takes place, and on the amount of terri- 
tory abandoned in the operation.

GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Saturday's Berlin communiqué :—

FEATURES OF 
FIGHTING, 
A WEEK’S UNIFORM SUCCESS, 


The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
at British Headquarters in the Field, France, 
writing on Saturday at 3 p.m., says :— 

The great feature of the fighting during 
the past week has been the uniform success 
which has attended all the British infantry at- 
tacks. One might, indeed, almost conclude that 
our Army has now devised a method of assault

which the Germans are unable to resist. Even /|'C 


their counter-attacks consistently fail to retrieve 
their losses, and are terribly expensive to them- 
selves. Without reiterating substantial gains 
recorded in official communiguds, our notable 
success of Friday last beyond Delville Wood 
affords an excellent example of the lines upon 
which our steady and sure advance is being con- 
ducted. For two hours our “ heavies” main- 
tained an intense bombardment of the German 
trenches. Then the field batteries and trench 
mortars came into play, raising a perfect whirl- 
wind of fire. Precisely at the pre-arranged mo- 
ment the infantry got over the parapets and 
went forward. Machine gun fire checked, but 
did not stop, them, and the result of this opera- 
tion is a very substantial “ bite ” into important 
! ! “bag” which down to 
this morning 6 returns numbers in unwounded 
prisoners 10 officers and 214 other ranks, and 
several machine guns. Much of the success of 
these brilliant offensive tactics is’ attributable 
to the chronometer-like punctuality with which 
every inch of the programme is carried out, 
forming a striking tribute, by the way, to the 
effitiency of the staff work involved. 


WHAT THE GERMANS 
THINK, 

EXTRACTS FROM 
LETTERS. 

The Press Association Special Correspondent 
at British soadquartere in the Field, trance, 
writes on Saturday :- 

What the Germans are saying, writing, and 
thinking about the course of the British offen- 
sive, as revealed in captured correspondence, is 
naturally of considerable interest. For example, 
it is scarcely probable that the enemy air ser- 
vice would be particularly pleased if it knew 
just what a soldier of the 125th Regiment, cap- 
tured in Delville Wood, had written about it 
in his diary. He says: mm During the day one 
hardly dares to be seen in the trench, owing 
to English aeroplanes. They fly so low it is a 
wonder that they do not pull one out of the 
trench. Nothing is to be seen of our German 
hero airmen, and yet the brilliant ratio ig sup- 
posed to be 21 to 69. The fact that the English 
are one thousand times more daring was, how- 
ever, not mentioned. One can hardly calculate 
how much additional loss of life and strain on 
nerves this costs us. I often feel doubtful re- 
fea feb the issue of our good cause when such 

ters are there to champion it. No one 
out nee needs to be foolhardy, but everyone 
bas the duty and responsibility of so filling his 
place that he can always answer to his con- 
science.” 

We get some clue to what the German casual- 
ties have been from a captured letter, statin 
that the losses which the writer's division had 
suffered before being relieved at the end of July 
vere between 6,000 and 7,000. German officers 
taken admit that the view is held that our 
offensive is only just beginning, and will con- 
tinue for some time (quite the opposite to what 
their newspapers say), and also that consider- 
able disorganisation was wrought from the at- 
tack developing where it did, instead of in the- 
Arras region, where it had been expected. 

The efficiency of our rifle fire is suggested by 
the following extract from a Battalion Order :— 

“Every man is to find himself a hole, and is 
not so much as to show his nose, except when 
sentries are detailed. The shooting was quite 
exceptional this morning, due to the fact that 
the officers and men of the 8th Company, 2nd 
Battalion, 104th Regiment, were swarming 
about, and making themselves at home. This 
will not do, as we are at war. Every movement 
iz seen from enemy eseroplanes, or from the 
neighbouring village of Longueval. For this rea- 
son the trench must appear dead. The stand- 
ing about of sentries, orderlies, and relieving 
sentries is forbidden, and strict silence is to be 
maintained.” 

Another good flustration of the losees which 
the enemy is snfferine during the British offen- 
sive may he found in the following captured 
casualty returns of the 179th Regiment :-—Casu- 
alties Ist Battalion, 500; present strength, 500; 
9nd Rattalion, 600; present strength. 400; 3rd 
Battalion, 289: present strength, 720. Totals, 
1,380 and 1,620. Percentage of losses 46 per 
cent.

Major-General W. $. Delamain, C.B., D.S.0., 


‘who is a prisoner of war, was attached to the 


Indian Army. He served with the Egyptian Ex- 
pedition, 1882, and was present at the sur- 
render of Kafr Dowar, obtaining medal and 
bronze star. He was. with the Buremese Ex- 
pedition, 1885 to 1888; took. part in the opera- 
tions of the Zarla Field Force, 1890; in China, 
1900; on the North-West Frontier of India, 
Waziristan, 1901-2; in Aden, 1903-4; and in 
operations in the interior, being mentioned in 
despatches, and receiving the D.8.O. 

Major-General Sir C. J, Meilis, V.C., K.C.B., 
another prisoner of war, has a long and bril- 
liant service record. He was in East Africa, 
1895-6, and in connection with the operations 
against the Mazuri rebels he got the Second 
Class Brilliant Star of Zanzibar and medal. 
Then followed various operations on the North- 
West Frontier of India. In 1900 he was back in 
West Africa at Kumassi, where he was four 
times wounded, and was mentioned in 
despatches. He was awarded the Victoria 
Cross for an act of distinguished gallantry in 
charging the enemy, who were in great force 
at Obassa, on 30th September, 1900, and it was 
mentioned that he had behaved with marked 
gallantry on three previous occasions. He 
served in East Africa, 1902-4, and was present 
during the operations in Somaliland, and was 
mentioned in despatches. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. A. Longridge, C.M.G., 
reported killed in the week-end lists, was con- 
nected with the Indian Army, and had seen a 
good deal of service, beginning with China, 
1900 (medal). Then came East Africa, 1903-4; 
operations in Somaliland, where he was special 
service officer; he was supply and transport 
officer, lst Brigade, from September 4, 1903; 
was present in the action at Jidballi, and was 
mentioned in despatches, obtaining a modal; 
with two clasps. á 

Lieutenant fon Hannon.—Notifieation was re- 
ceived in Athy during last week that Lieutenant 
lon Hannon, son of Mr. John Hannon and Mrs. 
Hannon, Ardreigh House, Athy, had been 
killed in action last week. He joined the Army 
at the outbreak of the war, and got a commis- 
sion in the King’s Liverpool Regiment. In 
May, 1915, his brother, Lieutenant Leslie Han- 
non, while serving with the same regiment, was 
killed in action. Tha announcement of the 
death of the second son was received with very 
great regret in Athy district. 

Lieutenant Sif E. H. Macnaghten, Bart.— 
Although MN, definite concern the fate of 
lieutenant Sir Edward Harry "casein 
Bart., Central Antrim Volunteers (Ulster Divi- 
sion) ‘has yet been received, some hope that he 
is a wounded prisoner has been occasioned by 
the narrative of a private of the battalion, who 
was near Sir Harry when they went into action 
on lst July. Sir Harry was.wounded on the 
top of a German trench, and whilst lying there 
the private in question—Rifleman Galloway— 
who was also wounded, saw several Germans 
advance to take Sir Harry prisoner. A private 
of the Volunteers dashed. at them with his 
bayonet, but was overpowered and killed, and 
the Germans then bore the officer, who ap- 
peared to be badly wounded, to the rear, Sir 
Harry is reported officially to be missing and be- 
lieved killed, 

Lieutenant J. E. Kerr.—Lieutenant J. E. 
Kerr, Yorkshire Regiment, wounded, is a 
native of Cardonagh, County Donegal, and be- 
fore the war was in the service of the Bank of 
Ireland, Newry. He joined the “Green 
Howards ", fourteen months ago, and was with 
a machine gun section when he was wounded. 

Lieutenant J. N. Martin. —Lieutenant Jack 
N. Martin, King’s Royal Rifle Corps, wounded 
for the second time in action, is one of the 
three soldier sons of Dr. 8. E. Martin, Newry. 
Whilst repelling a counter-attack he was shot 
in the eye by a German marksman. Last 
month he was wounded by a whizz bang. 

Second Lieutenant Eric P. St. George Cart- 
wright, Leinster Regiment; attached Machine- 
Gun Corps, who fell on August 13th, was the 
youngest son of Arthur Cartwright, late H.M. 
Inspector of Schools for the Worcestershire Dis- 
trict, and of Mrs. Cartwright, of Rothbury, 
Hay, Hereford (formerly of The Knoll, Col- 
wall), and grandson of the late Colonel Hey- 
wood, of Great Malvern. He was educated ‘at 
Bilton Grange, Rugby, and at Charterhouse, 
where he was a senior scholar and a member 
of the O.T.C. Soon after the outbreak of war 
he obtained a commission ín the Leinster Regi- 
ment, and he was afterwards seconded to the 
Machine-Gun Corps; he went out to the front 
last January. 

Second Lieutenant Arthur Denman Deane, 
Royal Irish Regiment, was educated at the 
Royal Academical Institution, Belfast, and 
trained as an engineer in one of the Belfast 
shipbuilding yards. He was the second son of 
Mr. and Mrs. F. Deane, Knockdeane Park, 
Knock, In 1914 he went to the front as a 
despatch rider, and later he was given a com- 
mission in the Royal Irish Regiment. Wounded 
by a sniper a year or so ago, he returned to 
duty and was killed on July 14th 

Second Lieutenant Arthur Kirk, South Wales 
Borderers, who died on August 12th of wounds 
received in action on August 9th, was the second 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Kirk, of 43 Longwood 
avenue, Dublin. He served with the 17th 
Lancers in India and dufing the Boer War in 
South Africa, and having rejoined the Army 
was wounde d at the battle of Ypres. On his 
recovery he was sent with the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, when, in a recent action, 
he was fatally wounded. He was a promising 
young officer, was recommended on the field 
for promotion, and was subsequently gazetted 
to a commission in the 9th Sonth Wales 
Borderers. His brother, Rev. Paul Kirk, now 
serving as chaplain with the forces, was with 
him to the last. 

Second Lieutenant Cecil W. Daly, Rifle 
Brigade, who was killed in action on August 
18th, was the second son of the late William 
Daly, D.L., of Dunsandle, Co. Galway, and 
was aged 19. : 

Second Lieutenant Richard Henry Villiers 
Kellett, R.F.A., who died on August 2lst of 
wounds received in action, was the eldest son 
of Brigadier-General and Mrs. Kellett, of Clona- 
cody, Fethard, Co. Tipperary. He was just 20 
years of age. 

Sergeant James Price.—Mrs. Price, Bally- 
linan, Athy, has been notified by the Army Re- 
cord Office that her son, Sergeant James Price, 
ist Battalion R.D.F., was killed in action in 
France on June 28th. 

Mr. Robert Yeates, the eldest son of Mr. 
Dudley Yeates, Bristol, and nephew of the 
Misses Yeates, 119 Rathgar road, Dublin, was 
killed in action on August 16th.

AMPHIBIOUS FIGHTING WITH 
GENERAL TOWNSHEND. 


(From Mr. Edward Candler, the representa- 
tive of the British Press with the Expeditionary 
Force in Mesopotamia). 

QURNAH, Jvunz, 1916. 

It is the oldest country in the world, but you 
will find little or nothing that is old in it within 
350 miles of the sea. On the Euphrates side 
Ur of the Chaldeans has left some perceptible 
undulations in the mud. Up the Tigris the 
Arch of Ctesiphon is the only monument of 
antiquity that stands. Ezra’s tomb is not really 
Ezra’s tomb, and the Garden of Eden, if there 
is any truth in legend, is changed beyond re- 
cognition. Five of us, @ Padre, a doctor, a re- 
gimental officer, a supply and transport man 
and myself, ought to know, for we were 
moored to the Tree of Knowledge of Good anda 
Evil for the greater part of the last week in 
June. We were all bound for Nasiriyeh on the 
Euphrates, and waited, at first expectantly, 
afterwards with little hope, for a problematical 
General in whose existence we had ceased to 
believe. 

The palm tree and the fig loaf were the only 
paradisical thir we found in Eden. Even the 
serpent was invisible, thou ugh his works remain 
and the knowledge of evil thrives eos tad 
Man is still chastised in this spot, and we had 
reason to be thankful that the longest day was 
followed by the shortest nrght. 

THE SANDFLY PEST, 

We neither slept, nor were we thoroughly 
awake. We flung open our mosquito curtains 
and threw off cur pyjama jackets, for the air 
seemed too heavy for tnneets. But the hour ot 
the sandfiy was only Les my" They came 
towards midnight and perished in our sweat like 
flies in marmalade. @ pulled down our nets 
and prayed for a breeze 3 

At tive the sun came licking over the horizon 
again to recharge the atmosphere that had los» 
nothing of its retained heat during the night. 
A message came early in the morning that the 
general ad not left Ali Gharbi.. We could not 
start that day, and it was very improbable that 
we should get away the next. 

At ten o'clock a breeze sprang up, and our 
intérest in things revived. Three Sikhs slid 
down the burning side of the ship on the rope 
fenders, and hung there with their bend just 
out of the water for hours, still as muggers or 
tortoises, their long hair floating in the stream. 
I went ashore with the 8. and T. man and the 
regimental officer, the doctor and the Padre 
were busy burying or restoring the victims of the 
night. Two more graves were being dug in the 
British cemetery across the Euphrates. 

EDEN NOT WHAT IT WAS. 

Any movement of the air is restorative. Now 
that a tiny breeze had eprung up it was nos 
too hot to dispute the identity of the Biblical 
treo. The 8. and T. man said that it was the 
trunk to which our paddle steamer was moored, 
and such was the general opinion. Evidently 
Eden is not what it was. We inquired of the 
people, but found local tradition confused or 
indifferent. We yey the streets up to Rib 
road. Eve's Walk leads into Charing Cross, and 
Serpent's Alley, of course, into Temptation 
Sguare, a small inset ip the houses by the 
quay, where half a dozen benche e protected 
from the sun by matting on reed supports. 

Some of the houses on the river front bear 
the mark of shot and shell. They were held by 
the Turks when we took the place in December, 
1914. There were snipers at every window, and 
our troops were exposed to a heavy fusillade as 
ar advanced under cover of the palms on the 

otber side of the river. . We cleared Mazeera 

lage on December 7th, and carried the 
enemy’s lines all along the left bank. The 
made for their boats upstream, and decamped.

AN AMPHIBIOUS ACTION. 

The actions which led up to the capture of 
Eden were fought in the fresh clear cold air of 
December mornings, but the second affair at

terranean. The whereabouts of the prisoners is 
unknown. The Foreign Office have set en- 
quiries afoot. This is the second time Captain 
Holloway has had his vessel sunk under him 
during the war. He commanded the steamer 
Orange Prince, belonging to the same line, 
which was torpedoed by an enemy submarine 
in November last.
